Panther put to 
sleep after 
health declines 


Florida Panther No. 200, 
nicknamed "Big.Guy" since he 
was brought into captivity in 
1984, уаз euthanized (put to 
sleep) recently. The 13-year- 
old cat's health had declined 
rapidly especially over the past 
60 days, according to the Game 
and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission's wildlife veteri- 
narian, Dr, Michael Dunbar. 

“He had reached the point 
where he was suffering 


* tremendous neurological prob- 


lems, said Dr. Dunbar. "The 
animal was blind, unable to 
stand and was having occa- 
sional seizures. He simply was 
dying of old age.” 

Tom Logann, head of 
wildlife research for the com- 
mission, said state and federal 


‚ wildlife officials used certain 


medical criteria to determine 
at which point the quality of 
the anumal’s life was so poor 
that it would be inappropriate 
to keep it alive, 

*No 200 had reached that 
point," he said. š

The other day I saw a spec- 
tacular sight. Just before sun- 


«~ rise I noticed a huge thunder- 


> storm several miles over the 
ocean. This storm looked like 
most Florida thunderstorms 
full of billowing clouds, roaring 
thunder and dazzling lighting. 

What made it'unique was 
the lightning was streaking 
across the upper one third of 
the cloud. It looked as if some- 
one was turning a lamp on and 
off. 

If you've lived in Florida for 
any period of time you know 
that Mother Nature can dazzle 
us in many ways. From our 
legendary sunrises to unforget- 
table sunsets, the weather can 
put on quite a show, Some peo- 
ple think our violent thunder- 
` storms are beautiful especially 

lighting racing across the sky. 

Of all the world's natural 
phenomena, however, a rain- 
bow has always been my 
favorite. Ever since I was a kid 

I have been fascinated with 

rainbows. Where do they come 

from and is there really a pot

of gold where the rainbow „god to shoot lighting arrows 


meets the ground? ` 

Throughout history rainbows, 
have been perceived more 
often with wonder and delight 
than with fear perhaps 
because we see a rainbow 
shortly after a storm. it gives 
us a feeling of optimism, a 
sense that everything is OK. 

The legend that you'll find a 
pot of gold at the end of the 
rainbow is about 200 years old. 
It originated in the 19th centu- 
ry book "Teutonic Mythology”: 
Author Jacob Grimm writes: 
“where the rainbow reaches 
the earth, there із a gold dish." 

Finding that "god dish" is 
another matter. Have you ever 
tried walking toward а rain- 
bow? It can be a very frustrat- 
ing experience. As you get clos- 
er to the rainbow it seems to 
move away from you because 
the wind tends:to move the 
rain clouds away. 

Even if you do catch up with 
it the rainbow will disappear. 
In order to see the rainbow you 
must be located between the 
sun and the raindrops. Once 
you enter the rainbow you 
can't see the reflected light and 
the rainbow is gone. 

Not everyone has been as 
enamored with rainbows as we 
have, The Karens of Burma 
thought rainbows were demon- 
ic spirits that devoured human 
spirit. They blamed any acci- 
dent, particularly drowning, on 
rainbows. 

Some cultures thought a 
rainbow was a weapon. The 
people of Siberia, Lapland and 
Finland believed a rainbow 
was a bow used by the thunder

Aristotle was the first acien- 
tist to figure out that rainbows 
form when raindrops reflect 
sunlight. In order to see a rain- 
bow you must be standing with 
the sun at your back and rain 
must be falling in another part 
of the sky. 

As light enters the raindrop” 
the sun produces a spectrum of 
colors. The outside rim of the 
bow begins with reddish tones 
blending through: parallel 
bands of yellow, green and blue 
to the inside of the rainbow. 
Sometimes you'll see a sec- 
ondary rainbow. Its colors are 
in reverse order, with blue on 
the outside rim arid red on the 
inside. * 

The best time to sce a rain- 
bow is immediately after a rain 
shower passes qa Бу and when 
the sun begins to shine behind 
the storm. But the easiest way 
to see a rainbow is to create 
one yourself. 

Grab a garden hose, place 
your thumb over the end of the 
nozzle to produce a misty 
spray and then stand with the 
sun behind you. You should see 
a vivid rainbow right in front. 
of you. 

Making a rainbow is easy. 
Finding the pot of gold is 
tough.

Crash on 'Bloody 27' claims more lives -

Frequently traveled, U.S. Highway 27 has 
taken the lives of three in a head-on colli- 
sion, Also known to many as “Bloody 27”, this 
accident’ із the second fatal crash since 
March. 

According to Florida Highway Patrol 
reports, three members of a Bradenton fami- 
ly were killed Sunday,.Juné 19, when their 
1991 Pontiac Sunbird crossed the center line 
of U.S. Highway 27. The Pontiac struck a 
Dodge Coachman head-on in the accident 
located 11 miles south of the City of South 
Bay. 

Troopers said The Pontiac was traveling 
northbound on U.S. Hwy. 27, while the 
Coachman was traveling southbound. The 
driver of the Pontiac, Esnel St. Jusma, lost

control of the vehicle and crossed into the 
southbound lane striking the Coachman. 

Reports state the Coachman traveled down 
the west shoulder into a water-filled area in 
a road construction area, The Coachman 
came to rest with the front submerged in the 
water.

Jusma, 30, Lyseul Cesar, 22, and Stanley 
Cesar, 11 months old:

It is time we stop caving into 
these power-hungry land-grab- 
bers. It is time we came out of 
the closet and stop being 
afraid. It is time we began to 
point the finger at where the 
real problem is, the environ- 
mental extremists that want to 
de-populate the world. 

Protecting the Glades does 
not mean we have to scrap our 
source of food production, and 
compromising with these peo- 
ple is certain death.
